War prices threaten to cast a gloom 
this 
year 
on Gettysburg 
hunters. 
Those who are anxiously awaiting the 
approach of the gunning season will 
find that shells, guns, coats, and prac­ 
tically everything needed by a sports­ 
man for his quests after game will 
cost considerable more than they did 
last 
season. 
Inquiry 
reveals 
that 
these prices in Gettysburg are as ex­ 
orbitant as they are in other places. 
Local dealers state that smokeless 
shells, which last year cost 66 and 75 
cents per box, have gone up to 86 and 
95 
cents. 
Ordinary 
black powder 
which last year could be bought for 
45 cents a pound, now costa 76 cents. 
There 
is a corresponding increase, 
dealers say, in all classes of shells. 
This advance, they claim, is due to 
the demand for gunpowder, lead and 
copper for ammunition to be used 
on the Kuropean battlefields. 
During the past two years 
there 
has been quite an advance in the cost 
of guns. 
Single barrel 
shot 
guns, 
which two years ago cost $3, can not 
be had 
at this time 
for 
less than 
$4.75 or $5.00. 
Guns of the 
double 
barrel type and of ordinary construc­ 
tion which a year ago or more cost 
from $15 to $20, have advanced about 
$4.00 each. 
The price of guns 
began 
to 
ad­ 
vance last fall and dealers state that 
they are going still higher. Hunting 
coats with the 
heavy 
collars 
and 
game pockets, 
whish lait yt**l could 
be purchased for $1.50, 
now 
cost 
$2.00 and on up. 
A similar increase 
is noted in coats of all grades. 
Vests 
with the shell holders, shell belts and 
leggings also have advanced in price, 
as well as shoes, gun cases, rods and 
cleaners and other 
articles used by 
sportsmen.

It was | 
largely made up of men who had fail­ 
ed to make a living and bad enlisted! 
that they might be taken care of. Aft-! 
erward, when the army was made 
larger, educated young men enlisted, 
hoping by diligent service to win a 
commission. 
Since the breaking out j 
of the world’a war many men of re 
tinement who feel It their duty to fight 
Tor their country are to be found in the 
ranks. 
At a time the briny was full of low ! 
grade men I was in what was then 
the far west in' command of a two I 
company post. There was little to do. 
aud my men were much given to drink. 
Where the liquor came from I did not 
know. 
Liquor was prohibited, and I 
kept a man I could trust ut the only 
entrance to the fort to inspect all sup­ 
plies that were admitted, to make sure 
that none was brought in. 
Nevertheless the drunkenness con­ 
tinued. In those days when a man In 
the army was found drunk he was 
taken to the pump and water was 
pumped over his bead. 
I remember 
an amusing Incident When one of my 
men was being wetted down. tie said 
in his maudlin way, starting on bls de­ 
fense: 
“I tell you, major, there’s a lot of 
rum silty iu this post.” 
“So I see by your condition.” I re­ 
plied, “and we’re trying to work it 
out of you.” 
I had uo detective to put on the 
track to find out how the liquor was 
smuggled in. 8o I must remain in the 
dark. 
Undoubtedly some of the men 
knew how the trick was done, but how 
tnauy I could not find out. 
Probably 
the number was limited, for if there 
bad been mauy lo the secret it would 
have leaked out. 
It Is the duty of a 
noncommissioned officer who knows of 
any irregularity going on among the 
meu to report it. but ( got no such re­ 
tort. 
They were all good men. and I * 
judged they were not Iii the secret. 
Farmers living about the fort brought 
In provisions, consisting of vegetables. 
fruit, butter, eggs snd such Uke. It oc­ 
curred to me that some one of the 
farmers who were furnishing these 
supplies must lie bringing the liquor. 
But my sentry at the gate declared 
that they existed all their wares 
when they entered and there was uoth 
lug that could contain liquor. 
One 
could not carry fluid of auy kind in an 
onion or a crock of butter-that is, un 
less the crock had a false bottom 
Every receptacle Uke a crock, a basket 
or a tin can had been repeatedly exam 
hied and no spirits found. 
Chickens and ducks were plentiful 
about us, and it occurred to me that a 
suiaU glass or tin can might b# hidden 
in each fowl, the bird* being always 
brought in dressed ready for use. 
I 
had a number of them cut open. but 
fouud nothing. 
My wife bad a maid, who was re 
reiving attention from one of the men. 
I asked my wife if she could not use 
her maid to find out through her sol­ 
dier lover where the men were getting 
their liquor. My wife bad a talk with 
the woman, who declared that her sol­ 
dier never Urauk himself, consequently 
he was not trusted with the secret. 
Since he was never caught In any of 
the drunks that occurred I was forced 
to believe the story. 
Through a mistake of the maid the 
secret was made plain to me one morn­ 
ing without the assistance of a detec­ 
tive or any one else. 
I always ate an egg for breakfast. 
On the morning In question our cook 
was on the sick list aud the maid 
rooked and served the breakfast. She 
brought me in my <H>ffee, my toast 
aud my egg, the latter in an egg c-up- 
for I usually ate my eggs bolled—and 
sat them all down before me.
